THE DISTRICT CAUCUSES. 


A Good Sized Split in the Fifth Distriect— 
The Other Districts. 

The day’s work was begun by the different 
district caucuses which were held at 9 and 10 
o’ciock in the Kimball and at the state house. 

In almost all the caucuses everything was 
harmonious. It remained for the fifth to fur- 
nish the one sensation, and Fulton county 


figured in that. 

Colonel Albert Cox, the able young demo- 
crat and orator, had been selected by the slate 
makers as the man to represent Atlanta in the 
list of delegates from the state at large, and it 
was very generally understood that he would 
have no opposition from his own county. 
Judge George Hillyer had been mentioned, 
but Mr. Cox’s friends claim that the two gen- 
tlemen had come to an understanding by 
which the judge agreed not to oppose Mr. 
Cox’s candidacy. 

Whether this is true or not, it is impossible 
tostate. But certain it is, that Judge Hill- 
yer’s friends were in the race for him.

Hooper Alexander as secretary.

CHAIRMAN BIGHAM’S REMARKS. 
Chairman Bigham, in calling the convention 


to order, said: 


Gentlemen, you are assembled here today for the 


discharge ofa very important duty, The republi- 


cans are responsible for that unjust system of taxa- 
tion with which the labor, the commerce, the man- 
ufactures and the agricuiture of this country are 
now burdened. They fastened the several measures 
upon the country that gave society thig, iniquitous 


system at a most important time of their ill-gotten 


power. They did it under the plea of warneces-ity, 
and, although since that time, they have repealed 
the measures of taxation levied upon wealth, as, for

[Applause. ] 
yield to no manin my earnest, heartfelt desire 
for the re-election of Grover Cleveland as pres- 
ident of the United States. [Applause.}] It 
has been happily said by the temporary 
chairman of this convention that there are 
no divisions in the democratic party of Geor- 
gia. There will be no division in the demo- 
cratic party in this state. [Applause. | 

‘**There are honest differences of opinion upon 
economic questions, and every democrat and 
every citizen of this country of ours is entitled 
to the exercise of an honest difference of opin- 
ion, and he bas the right at all times to express 
that difference, and to give the reason for the 
faith thatisin him. [Applause.] 

‘Gentlemen of the convention, I submit to 
you the following resolutions as asubstitute for 
the resolutions just presented.”’ 

Mr. Walsh began the reading of his resolu- 
tions, but was interrupted by Mr. W. E. Sim- 
mons, of Gwinnett, who raised the point of 
order that Mr. Walsh’s resolutions were not 
gerinane to the question. 

The chair ruled that the resolutions, embody- 
ing as they did a platform, were not in order at 
that time. 

Mr. Berner’s resolution was again read by 
request of several members. 

Mr. Walsh said that the reason he desired 
his resolutions read was that, as he understood 
it, the minority would be given an opportunity 
to be heard if the Berner resolution. was 
adopted, 

Mr. Berner explained that his resolution was 
simply as to the order of business and that all 
resolutions of a political nature would, under 
it, be réad and then sent to the committeo on 
platform without debate. When the commit- 
tee’s report was made, any gentleman could 
move an amendment. Everybody would be 
given an opportunity to be heard. 

Mr. Hartridge wanted the Berner resolu- 
tions so amended that business could be pro- 
ceeded with while the platform committee 
was at work, but his resolution was afterwards 
withdrawn. 

Mr. Smith, of Telfair, began a discussion of 
the tariff question and the chair called him to 
order. 

The question as to the adoption of the 
Berner resolutions was put and the resolutions 
were unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Barnet, of Wilkes, moved that the 
chair appoint the committee on permanent 
organization.

READING RESOLUTIONS. 


The Platform Makers Get in Their Work— 
Two Submitted. 

While the chair was selecting the commit- 
tee Mr. Walsh’s resolutions were sent to the 
clerk’s desk and were read. 

MR. WALSH’S RESOLUTION. 

The democratic party of Gcorgia, in convention 
assembled, renews “‘the pledge of its Cevoticon to 
the constitation,whichn,launched by the founders of 
the republic and consecrated by their prayers and 
panne devotion, has for a century borne the 
10pes aud the aspirations of a great people through 
prosperity and peac>, and through the shock of 
foreign contiicts and the perils of domestic strife 
and vicissitudes.”’ 

Under the administration of President Cleveland 
the constitution has been-administered in a spirit 
of amity ‘‘to promote the lasting welfare of the 
country, and to secure the full measure of its pricc- 
less benefits.”’ In the discharge of his official duty 


he has been “‘guiced by a justand unstrained con-> 


struction of the constitution, a careful observance 
ofthe distinction between the powers granted to the 
federal government ani those reserved to the states 
or to the people, and by acautious appreciation of 
those functions which, by the constitution and the 
laws, have been espec a'ly assigned to the executive 
branch of the government. 

President Cleveland has administered the supreme 
office conferred upon him by his fellow citizens as a 
sacred trust.

HOW DELEGATES WERE INSTRUCTED. 


Governor Seay, of Alabama, Renominated— 
Governor Bob Taylor, of Tennessee, 
Very Mad—Other Political News. 


MonToomzry, Ala., May 9.—[Special.]~The 
state democratic convention of Alabama as- 
sembled in the hall of representatives at the 
capitol at 12 d’clock today, and was called to 
order by Colonel H. ©, Tompkins, chairman 
of the state executive committee, who named 
Hion.

P. Jones, of Mont- 
gomery, secretary. After the appointment of

‘zation, Tules and order of business, the conven- 


tion adjourned until 3 o’clock p. m, On re- 
assembling, the convention was called to order 
promptly, and Hon. T. P. Talliaferro, of Jef- 
ferson County, was announced as a permanent 
president of the convention. 

Mr. Talliaferro accepted with a splendid 
speech. General Geo. P. Harrison, of Lee 
county ; M. L. Stansel, of Pickens, and R. L. 
Simpson, of Lauderdale were elected vice- 
presidents. The committees then reported. 
The majority rule wag adopted. 

The convention proceeded with the nomina- 
tions. His excellency, Thomas Seay, gov- 
ernor of Alabama, had no opposition and was 
renominated to a second term by acclamation 
aud amid great enthusiasm. 

There were four candidates in the race for 
the office of secretary of state, Hon. C. C. 
Langdon, the present incumbent; J. B. Stan- 
icy, of Butler; W. L. Clay, of Madison; 

On the 
second ballot alithe names were withdrawn 
except that of Langdon, and he was renomi- 
nated to a second term in office. 

In the race for state auditor, there were sev- 
eral candidates in the field, but the fight nar- 
rowed down to M. C. Burke, of Marengo, the 

resent incumbent, and Hon. C. D. Hogue, of 

erry. Burke’s name was finally withdrawn, 
and Hogue received the noinination by accla- 
mation. For state treasurer, the principal 
candidates were John L. Cobb, of Montgom{ 
ery, and Craig Smith, of Dallas county The 
centest was close and exciting, but Cobb was 
nominated on the first ballot. Hon. T. M. 
McClelland was renominated to the office of 
attorney-general. He was opposed by Lyman 
W. Martin, of Russell, but without success. 

Hon. Sol Palmer was renominated to the of- 
fice of state superintendent of education, af- 
ter a lively contest. He -had more opponents 
than any of the candidates. This completed 
the nomination of state officers and the con- 
vention adjourned until ten o’clock tomorrow, 
when delegates from the state at large to tne 
national convention will be elected, The men- 
tion ef the name of President Grover Cleve- 
land in the convention was greeted with a wild 
storm of applause.

THE TENNESSEE CONVERTION. 


A Body Too Big to Mect in the Hall Pro- 
lvided, 

Nasuvitir, Tenn., May 9%.—[Special.]— 
Long before the hour for the assembling of 
the state democratic convention, the corridors 
of the capitol were filled with a mass of hu- 
manity, all apparently bent on getting into 
representative hall at an early hour as pos- 
sible®@eoups filed every nook and corner of 
the great building, and the possibility of this 
or that candidate for governor being successful 
was discussed by the partisans of the different 
aspirants. Notwithstanding the large crowd, 
the utmost good order prevailed. ‘The doors 
were opened to the public, and then a scene 
which baffles description ensued. The black 
mass of humanity serged against doorways and 
crowded and scrouged until the air was suffo- 
cating. Once inside, the delegates began climb- 
ing over the railing, crowding into the aisies, 
and leaping over chairs in their eagerness to 
get seats. 

The convention is the largest ever seen in 
Nashville, and the ball is totally inadequate to 
accommodate the 1,600 delegates in attend- 
ance. Both galleries were packed, and the 
greatest confusion prevailed among the dele- 
gates. Hours after the convention had been 
called to order did delegates come to the press 
table and ask for the location of the delega- 
tions to which they belonged. A good deal of 
fecling was engendered over the tenacity with 
which some delegate 3; who had good positions, 
held on them. 4The experiences of today 
ought to convince the political managers in 
Tennessee that either the number of delegates 
will have to be limited hereafter, or some other 
ylace secured to hold the conventions. Con- 
xa was the rule throughout the day, and 
yet most of the delegates seemed to be in the 
best of humor. The contest in several coun- 
ties caused the convention much loss of time, 
but such things will happen even in the best 
regulated families. The speeches made during 
the day all adyocated harmony, and predicted 
a glorious victory forthe party, state and na- 
tional, next November.

It is evident that every possible effort will 
be made by Mr. Mills and his supporters to 
bring Mr. Randali into line to favor some 
tariff measure, but it is doubtful if they will 
agree to any of his propositions.

Just before the caucus adjourned a motion 
of Mr. Springer was adopted that the commit- 
tee on rules be requested to report a resolution 
to the house that will hereafter meet at 11 in- 
stead of 12 o’clock. 

A PUBLIC BUILDING BILL VETOED. 

Mr. Snowden, of Pennsylvania, the big man 
who attacked Mr. Candler on Monday, but 
who was so completely squelched, is a very 
sick man tonight, because the president vetced 
his pet bill to erect a $100,000 public §building 
at Allentown, Pa. This will add another nail 
to the Pennsylvanian’s political coftin. This is 
the first public building bill Mr. Cleveland 
has yet vetoed, but he has evidently sharpened 
his veto pencil for these bills, and will use it 
quite freely later on, as there have been more 
of them to pass the house this session than at 
any time since the war.

A DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 


How Amendments Can be Offered to the 
Tariff Liil. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The democratic cau- 
cus tonight called together about 125 members 
of the house. Speaker Carlisle was not pres- 
ent, but Mr. Randall and many of the New 
York and New Jers°y members were there. 
The proceeeings were harmonious throughout, 
and séveralof the representatives expressed 
themseives as very much pleased with the 
good feeling and desire for united action mani- 
fested on all sides. The caucus only lasted 
about an hour. Few speeches were deliy- 
ered, and in none of them was there 
anything of a threatening character. The 
caucus did not attempt in any way to “crack 
the party lash,’’or to bind any member to 
abide by its decree. 

After a few- remarks. by Mr. Mills, who in 
behalf of the ways and means committee of- 
fered to give the fullest consideration to any 
representations that might be made by any 
democratic member looking to the amendment 
of the tariff bill, the following resolution was 
adopted upon his motiou: 

Resolved, That any member desiring to offer any 
amendment to the tariff bill shall. if the same be 
now propused, band it tothe secretaries of the cau- 
cus to be read and referred to the democratic mem. 
bers of the ways aud means committee, and if 
already prepared, may band the same to said mem 
bers. itshall be the duty of said members to con- 
sider all such smendments, and if requested, to hear 
the parties offering the same and to report the 
ainendmvents back severally to another caucus to be 
hereafter beld, with their recommendation thereon. 

tepresentative T. J. Campbell, suggested 
that it would be well if the committee should 
agree not toreport upon amendments before 
the New York democratic convention is held 
next week, and to this suggestiona favorable 
response was made under the terms of the 
resolution. 

The following amendments were presented 
to secretaries, and referred to the democratic 
members of the ways and means committee: 

By Mr. Crain of Texas—To place sheep- 
shears, surgical instruments, coal and all ma- 
chinery used in the manufacturing of bagging, 
or of cotton, or woolen goods, on the free list.

Spe a 
few steps further the negro halted and asked 
Mr. Nesbit if he could change a five dollar 
bill. to which he answered that he did not 
know, at the same time requesting 
the negro to show him the bill. 
In answer to this the negro turned 
his back to Mr. Nesbit as ifin the act of get- 
ting the money, but in an instant turned 
around, with a knife drawn, and grasped Mr. 
Nesbit by the lapel of his coat with his left 
hand and demanded his money, saying that he 
intended to murder him. Mr. Nesbit cried, 
murder! murder!! but the negro bade him 
cease, At this time Mr. Nesbit put his hand 
to the very bottom of his pocket, pulled out 
his moriey and turned it over to the robber, 
who grasped it eagerly and demanded more. 
Being informed that he had given all, the ne- 

ro demanded a “‘tlask’”’ of whisky which he 
cnew Mr. Nesbit had about his person. This 
being surrendered, the negro again threatened 
to kill him on general principles, but..being 
told that he had given up all and that he would 
not tellon him, the negro released his hold and 
went his way. Mr. Nesbit hurried to Gaines- 
ville and imparted his information and experi- 
ence to Marshal T. N. Hanie, who, armed with 
a double-barrelled shotgun, hurried to the 
scene and scoured the woods for the apprehen- 
sion of the bold robber, but without success.

A Professional Murdererin North 
Carolina. 


A Mysterious 
Body Floating in the River— 
Shot By a Woman. 


Ratetcn, N. C., May 9.—[Special.]--The 
people of the town of Monroe, Union county, 
are in a State of high excitement, and a couple 
of lynchings are not at all improbable. Po- 
liceman John Pearce has died there, his death 
being the result of a blow received while he 
was arresting the ringleader of a row at a col- 
ored festival. Two negroes, Bill Weddington 
and Frank Thomas, are in jail at Monroe to 
answer forthe crime. It is learned that there 
was a fight at a festival, and that Pearce went 
in to quell the disturbance. He arrested the 
ringleader and started to the lockup. The ne- 
groes crowded around Pearce and his prisoner 
in an excited manner and to prevent 
the latter from being taken from the house, 
Weddington, with a bar of iron in his hand, 
was in the rear of Pearce. Conspicuous in the 
mob was Frank Thomas, armed with a heavy 
and there- 
upon the iron bar in Weddington’s hands 
crashed upon the head of Pearce, who released 
his grasp on his prisoner and fell, all he back 
part of his head having been crushed in. He 
was carried to his home, where he lingered 
some hours, without having regained conscious- 
ness, Weddington was ariested and placed 
in jail. Thomas disappeared. Yesterday af- 
ternoon he was caught at Charlotte. 
He formerly lived at the latter place. Two 
years ago he shot and killed a negro named 
Henry Ledbetter, and was tried for murder 
but was acquitted on the plea of self-defense. 
Policeman Pearce was regarded as a brave and 
faithtul ofticer. He leaves a wife and several 
children. His brutal murder has created in- 


tense indignation among the people of Monroe. 
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MYSTERIOUS MIDNIGHT VISITS, 


Which Result in the Carrying Away of Two 
Persons. 

GREENVILLE, S. C., May 9.—[Special.]—On 
Monday night last, Elias Lindar, colored, liv- 
ing in Glassy Mountain township, was at- 
tacked bya mob at midnight, who tied his 
hands behind his back and dragged hima 
quarter of a mile in the woods, where he was 
brutally beaten and left there unti! 8 o’clock 
Tuesday morning, when he was found by some 
one passing and released. The cause of the 
mob’s action is altogether unknown, except 
that Lindar had a difticulty with Jarvis Bar- 
bar, colored, who had in his employa few 
weeks ago a white woman named Amelia 
Bibb. She had been discharged by him, 
and it seems that in order to earn 
a livelihood she was compelled 
to work on Lindar’s farm. At the time Lin- 
dar was attacked, the woman was in the 
house, and was also taken, Nothing as yet has 
been heard of her. It is feared that there has 
beengfoul play.SFour of the mob were recogniz- 
ed by members of Lindar’s family. They are 
Carrie Sudduth, L. O. Babb, John Babb, and 
a& young man named Howell. Sudduth is not 
unacquainted in the criminal court, having 
been tried at the last term for the murder of 
Joe Furguson, at Chich Springs,in this county, 
last November and was acquitted. Lindar 
was brought to this city today ina wagon, 
badly hurt. He will go to Greer’s tonight, 
where he will swear out warrants for the 
parties. 
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Found in the River. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn.. May 9.—[Special.]— 
This afternoon at 3 o’clock the body of J. B, 
Cotton, of St. Louis, was found floatingin the 
Tennessee river just above Chattanooga. The 
deceased had two large cuts on the head, and 
the body was ina fair state of preservation. 
On the person of the deceased were found two 
drafts for $500 each, besides $12 in money, 
Mr. Cotton wason his way to St. Louis froin 
Florida three weeks ago, and boarded a train 
on the Cincinnati Southern road in this city 
for the north. Onarriving at Cincinnati he 
could not be found anywhere, and two weeks 
ago his son came here in scarch of him. His 
disappearance was a mystery. it is believed 
that while the train was crossing the bridge 
over the Tennessee river ten miles north of 
Chattanooga, he fe!l from it, and landed in the 
river. His head evidently struck the bridge 
when he fell. A telegram has been sent to his 
son in St. Louis to come here for the body.

THE DAY IN CONGRESS. 


Proceedings of the Senate and 
House. 


Riddleberger’s Resolution for Open Discus- 
sion of the Fisheries Treaty Reported 
Adversely—Other Matters. 


Wasuinatow, May 9.—In the senate, among 
the bills reported from committees and placed 


on the calendar were the following: 

Senate bill to transfer the survey of coasts to 
the navy department. 

House hill for the enlargement of the public 
building at Atianta, Ga. 

Mr. Sherman, from the committee on foreign 
relations, wted back, adversety, the resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Riddlebegger forthe con- 
sideration Of the fisheries . treaty in open ses- 
sion; andyalsoadversely, the résolation offered 
by Mr. Hoa#for tiie report of @ébates and pro- 
ceedings of the fisheries treaty to be subject to 
the order ef the senate as to.itg publication. 

The resobiticns were placédion.the Calendar, 
and, at thé sugeestion of Mr, Hoar, notice was 
given by Mr. Sherman that the resolutions 
would be taken up for action tomorrow. 

Mr. Blairasked Mr. Sherman if the resolu- 
tions were to be discussed in open or in execu- 


tive session. 
| Mr. Sherman said that that was a matier 
| for the senate itself to determine. 
| Mr. Morgan said he would offer tomorrow a 
| substitute for Mr. Hoar’s resolation providing 
that Dennis Murphy, official reporter of the 
senate, and three assistants, to be appointed 
by the president ace tempore of the senate, | 
should be, when duly sworn, executive oflicers 
of the senate, to make a report of the proceed- 
ings and the debate on the fisheries treaty; 
said report to be printed in confidence, from 
day to day, for the use of the senate, and to be 
filed in the secret archives of the senate, sub- 
ject to its order, 

The senate then resumed consideration of 
the railroad land forfeiture bill, the question 
being on the amendment offered yesterday by 
Mr.Hoar, confirming the title of,that company 
to lands granted to the Portage Lake Ship 
Canal company. 

Pending discussion upon this amendment, 
the hour of 2 o’clock arrived, when the bill to 
establish a bureau of animal industry came up 
as unfinished business only to be again laid 
aside to allow discussion of the land forfeiture 
bill to proceed. In order to assure the title of 
thé homestead and preemptiom claimants, 
Mr. George, of Mississippi, moved to insert in 
Mr. Hoar’s amendment the words ‘and all 
such preemption and homestead claims are 
hereby confirmed.’”’ -Agreed to. 

Mr. Hoar’s amendment was agreed to and 
also one offered by Mr. Wilson, exempting 
from the provisions of the bill land in Iowa, 
upon which homesteaders or pre-emptors have 
established claims. 

The bill then passed without revision. It 
declares forfeited to the United States all 
lands heretofore granted to any state, or to 
any corporation, to aid in the construction of 
railroads opposite to and coterminous with a 
portion of any such railroad not now com- 
pleted and in operation for the construction or 
benefit of which lands have heretofore been 
granted; and all such lands are declared to be 
part of the public domain. 

The fifth section exempts from the opera- 
tion of the act, the grant to the state of Mis- 
sissippi for the Gulf and Ship Island railway, 
and the grant tothe state of Alabama for a 
railway from the Tennessee river, at Gunter’s 
Landing, to the Coosa river, at Gadsden. 

The sixth section fixes the prices of eyen 
numbered sections of land, within the limits 
of all forfeited land grants, at $1.25 an acre. 
The section gives to all actual settlers on rail- 
roads in Florida, (on May Ist, 1888,) the right 
to perfect their entries under homestead or pre- 
emption laws. 

The senate then took up the copyright bill. 

Mr. Vance offered.an amendment to the 
fourth section by inserting a proviso that 
newspapers, magazines and periodicals, shall 
not be entitled to the copyright. . Rejected— 
yeas 12, nays 28. 

Mr. Teller moved to add a new section limit- 
ing the existence of the act to five years. Re- 
jected. 

After some further discussion by Messrs. 
Blair, George, Saulsbury, and Vance, the bill 
passed—yeas 35, nays 10, as follows: 

Yeas—Messrs. Allison, Bate, Blair, Blodgett, 
Bowen, Brown, Butler, Chace, Chandler, Cul- 
lom, Davis, Dolph, Edmunds, Evarts, Farwell, 
Faulkner, Frye, Hampton, Hawley, Hiscock, 
Hoar, Ingalls, Mitchell, Morgan, Paddock, 
Pasco, Payne, Quay, Sawyer, Spooner, Stew- 
art, Stockbridge, Turpie, Wilson of Iowa, 
Wilson of Maryland—35. 

Nays—Messrs. Berry, Call, Eustis, Jones of 
Arkansas, Pugh, Ransom, Reagan, Saulsbury, 
Vance, Walthall—10. ' 

Mr. Call moved to reconsider the vote pass- 
ing the land forfeiture bill so that he might 
offer an amendment referring to lands in 
Florida. 

After argument, and without action, the 
senate, at 5 o’clock. adjourned, leaving the 
land forfeiture bill to come up again tomorrow 
on a motion to reconsider. 


The House Passes Up 850,000 for the Brus- 
sels International Exposition. 


Wasninaton, May 9.—In the house, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Russell, of Massachusetts, the sen- 
ate joint resolution was passed appropriating 
$30,000 to enable the United States to partici- 
pate in the international exposition to be held 
at Brussels, Belgium. 

Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio, called up the bill 
authorizing executive departments of the gov- 
ernment to participate in the centennial expo- 
sition of the Ohio Valley and Central States, 
to be held in Cincinnati from June to October, 
1888. 

Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, offered an amend- 
ment which was adopted, providing that such * 
exhibits as relate to the settlement of Marietta 
and territory northwest of thg Ohio river, may 
be placed on exhibition in Marietta for three 
days. Tho bill passed. (It appropriates 
$150,200,) 

On motion of Mr. Blount, of Georgia, the 
bill was passed amending the act establishing 
agricultural experiment stations in connection 
with colleges, so as-to enable the governors of 
states to receive instalments of appropriation 
when the legislatures are not in session. 

The house went into a committee of the 
whole on the tariff bill. Mr. Morrow, of Cali- 
fornia, concluded his speech in opposition to 
the bill, emphasizing his ebjections to it by il- 
#)ustrations of its probable effect upon Califor- 
nia industries, lumber, raisins and_borax. In 
regard to the latter article he ref@red to the 
rapid growth of the industry since the tariff 
had been placed on borax in 1883. The domes- 
tic product -had inereased from 5,600,000 
pounds, in 1883, to 10,800,000 in 1887, while the 
price, owing to homecompetition, had declined 
from 25 cents a pound to 64 cents a pound. 
The pending bill ee to place borax on 
the free list and the effect of this proposition 
was that the great firm of William T. Coleman 
had been compelled to suspend. 

Mr.Hooker,of Mississippi,reviewed at length 
the tariff history of the country,and denied that 
the democratic party had ever favored protec- 
tion for the sake of protection. The gentle- 
man from Pennsylvania (Mr. Randall), who 
probably went further than any other man on 
the democratic side in support of the high ‘ e 
tective tariff, stood committed as opposed to 
the doetrine of protection for protection’s 
sake. Phat wasthe doctrine of the republi- 
can side. 

Mr Kern, of Iowa, inquired whether the re- 
ublicans did not all say that they were in 
avor of so apportioning duties as to protect 

labor. ._ ; 

Mr. Hooker replied that that was their ar- 
gument, but denied that they had the right to 
‘rotect labor. ‘The laborer was no mendicant. 

é@ was a free and independent American Citi< 
zen. Heonly wanted the government to take 
its hand out of his pocket and let him enjoy 
the fruits of his labor. 

Mr. Houck, of Tennessee, entered and 
emphasized the solemn nage of the people 
he represented against the wreck of material 
property, which had now just began to dawn 
upon the new south by the enactment of the 
president’s message into law. The democratic 
platform, he said, had two ends to it—a pro- 
tection and a free trade end. The gentleman 
from Pennsylvania (Mr. Randall), had ridden 
on one end of the rail, while Carlisle, Morrison 
and the rest had ridden onthe otherend. But 
now they were all fons toget onone end of 
the piatform, and that would make it easy 
sailing for the republican party in Tennessee. 
The pending bill would put out every furnace, 
close. up every marble quarry, and destroy 
every coal interest in that state. 

Mr. Wise, of Virginia, commented u the

which filled the treasury with money, and 
drained from the chanygels of trade and com- 
merce. There were two methods of reduction 
of taxation contended for—one by the reduc- 
tion of tariff duties and the other by the aboli- 
tion of the internal revenue system. The 
Mills bill was a compromise betwéen the two 
methods. 

He discussed at length, and condemned the 
protective system and argued® that the high 
duties now im were required to compen- 
sate for the difference in the cost of production 
of similararticles in this country and abroad 
on account of the higher rate of wages in 
vogue in the United States. 

Mr. Cogswell, of Massachusetts, corrected 
Mr. Woodburn, of Nevada, who a few days 
ago read the name of Secretary Endicott 
among the American members of the Cobden 
club. Mr. Cogswell said William Endicott, 
Jr., of Massachusetts, was a member, but Sec- 
retary Endicott had never been. 

Mr. Kennedy, of Ohio, denounced the demo- 
cratic party as a free trade party, but qualified 
that denunciation by declaring that there was 
scarcely a democrat on, the other side an 
avowed free trader, though he might be who 
was not asclfish protectionist. Each wanted 
his local industry protected, but wanted free 
trade for everybody else’s industry. Mr. Bou- 
telle, of Maine, quoted several authorities in 
support of the declaration made by him on 
Saturday that Garfield had repudiated mem- 
bership in the Cobden club. He also read a 
letter from Murat Halstead, explaining how he 
came to be made an honorary member of the 
Cobden club, after having made a speech in 
glorification of his country at Whitebait dinner 
at Greenwich, near London,.in company with 
Cyrus W. Field anda number of British free 
traders. 

Mr. Bynum, of Indiana, cited authorities to 
show that Mr. Garfield had been elected a 
member of the Cobden club and had accepted 
membership. 

The committee then rose. The speaker laid 
before the house a message from the president 
returning, without his approval, the bill for 
the erection of a public building at Allentown, 
Pa., and it was referred to the committee on 
public buildings and grounds, and the house 
adjourned at 6 o’clock. 

Democratic caucas was announced to be held 
at 8 o’clock this evening.

Deal With the Robbers. 

When George Rice, a rival of the Stand- 
ard Oil company in refining coal oil, was 
able to ship a barrel of oil over the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad at thirty cents a 
barrel, while the Standard Oil company was 
paying only fifteen cents, the railroad offi- 
cials received this telegram from an agent 
of the Standard: ® 

‘Turn on another screw.’’ 

This advice was promptly followed: This 
screw was turned, and George Rice was 
compelled to pay fifty cents per barrel. Just 
how much of this increased rate the Stand- 
ard Oil company got is not known, but 
whether it got much or little, the turn of 
the screw amounted to robbery. The in- 
creased charge was made, not for the bene- 
fit of the public or the railroad, but. for the 
benefit of a powerful corporation, 

This is one of the reasons why the rail- 
roads should be made to feel more and more 
the obligations they owe tothe public who 
are their creators. If one turn of the screw 
will not effect this, why, then, let it be 
turned again until the powerful corpora- 
tions begin to understand their relations to 
the public and their responsibilities to the 
people. 

The remedy is not only in the publicity of 
rates, as the Philadelphia Press observes, 
but in the publicity of shippers. As our 
contemporary says, if the Standard Oil com- 
pany persists in its refusal to publish the 
names of the owners of its certificates, con- 
gress ought to close interstate commerce to 
every combination of shippers which fails to 
file the owners of its certificates in a federal 
court. 

This is the way to talk! A firm or a com- 
bination that seeks to hide its name or its 
ownership is no bettez than a gang of high- 
waymen, and ought to be treated as such. 
The Standard Oil company is a very big 
thing, no doubt, but itis not bigger than 
the people of this country, and this fact 
should be brought to its attention by in-

Defenses—Stanhope Waited Upon, 
Lonpon, May 9.—Right Hon. Edward Stan- 
hore, secretary ofstate for war, today received a 
deputation{of membersjof parliament whojpresente | 
an address urging the necessity of placing the coun 
tryin a proper state of defense. In reply, the 
war secretary declared that there was no occasion 
fora panic.

The Seceding Delegates from the Diocesan 
Convention Do Not Like the Scheme. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., May 9.—The Episcopal 
dioces> convention of South Carolina, which met at 
Anderson on May Ist, was barren of resuits except 
that it*recommended the separate organization of 
white and colored churches, and = in- 
vited colored clergymen to co-operate with a 
commission of white clergymen and laymen to 
effect a separate Jorganization under the bishop of 
diocese. Deputies from the parishes, whose depu- 
ties had withdrawn from last ceivention refused 
to attend or recognize the convention in Anderson, 
and through a committee appointed for the purpose 
will tomorrow announce their refusal to accede to 
the action of the convention, or to take any part in 
the proceedings determined upon by that body. The 
reasons assigned are that the assent of the colored 
church as to proposed legislation is made a condi- 
tion prescedent to any action; that if such 
assent is obtained, no action is guaranteed to the 
seceded ne ip ere and that the refusal of such as- 
sent already demanted by some colored churches 
renders the scheme of separate organization tm prac- 
ticable. Another object contended is that the con- 
stitution of the proposed coalition is unfair to the 
seceded Coleganes for these reasons, and declare 
that they hold it best to leave to those who took 
part in the Anderson convention the responsibility 
aud credit of carrying out their plans without hin- 
drance on the part of seceders.

And Appointment of His Successor—What 
General Ewing Says. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The attorney-general 
today appointed Frank A. Branigan, of Sieu- 
benville, Ohio, to be disbursing and appoint- 
ment clerk of the department of justice, vice 
James W. Ewing, removed. Mr. Branigan 
is at present a $1,800 clerk in the®sixth audi- 
tor’s oftice, and was recommended as a suitable 
man for his new duties by Assistant Secretary 
Thompson, of the treasury department. The 
office is in the classified service and could be 
filled only by promotion from the next lower 
grade. The salary is $2,000 perannum. The 
secretary of the treasury, who has jurisdiction 
in the matter, has fixed the bond of the new 
appointee at $15,000, or $5,000 more than that 
of the late incumbent. 

Mr. Branigan will assume the duties of his 
new oflice as soon as his bond shall have been 
approved, probably tomorrow. Investigation 
into General Ewing’s accounts is closed so far 
as the department of justice is concerned. The 
examination of his accuonts at the treasury 
department will occupy two or three weeks 
more, and until that is finished their precise 
condition cannot be stated. From the best in- 
formation obtainable, however, itis thought 
that his accounts are $300 short. This 
amount is amply secured by his bond, and no 
less will be sustained by the government. 
General Ewing says he can explain the seem- 
ing descrepancy and will do so in the course of 
time. 


A CONTESTED WILL DECISION. 


Children Born in Slavery Are Illegitimate 
and Cannot Inherit Property. 

CuIcaGco, May 9.—Judge Tuley has rendered 
a preliminary decision in a contested will case 
that is of considerable importance to all chil- 
dren born in slavery and to many of the de- 
scendants of such children. He pronounces 
such children illegitimate, and holds that they 
cannot inherit property from thefather. The 
case was that of Elizabeth Bunch, born a 
slave, whose freedom was purchased by her 
father after his escape from slavery. . 

This woman outlived her husband and chil- 
dren and disposed of hgr property by will to 
white people. This will is disputed by her 
half brothers and sisters as the nearest of kin 
and legal heirs. Judge Tuley decides that 
ElizaLeth Bunch was an illegitimate child, 
and could have no heirs but those of her own 
body. The decision is that slaves being chat- 
tels, no marriage was possible, more than real 
estate can marry real estate. This decison, 
which was made on a motion for a rehearing, 
was a surprise to both sides. The case will be 
appealed, however, and then the special point 
involved will be fully discussed.

MR. WALSH’S VOTE. 


It Was Surprisingly Large—Convention 
Notes and Gossip. 


Mr. Walsh’s friends were surprised at his 
vote. They realized that, under the ‘‘instruc- 
tions’’ of so many counties, and the agreement 
on so strong a slate as was See eg by the 
four young candidates for delegates at large, 
he had no living chance of election. He in- 
sisted on making the race, and stated that he 
did not expect to get twenty-five votes, but 
that he wouldrun if he did not get a single 
vote. 

That he secured over 100 votes was a genuine 
surprise. That there was strong feeling both 
in the convention and the audience against the 
attempt to rush through a slate, and ostracise 
every democrat who disagreed with the presi- 
dent on the tariff, was announced by the con- 
stant and prolonged ages that greeted the 
speakers for Mr. Walsh, and that followed 
every vote cast for him during the long call of 
the roll. Nosuch applause was given to any 
other phase of the convention. It was the 
almost universal opinion that it was unwise 
and unfairin the canvention to refuse the 
minority a place on the ticket. 

Colonel Giles, of Houston, said: 

‘‘I would have given a good deal to have 
been able to vote for Pat Walsh after Phil 
Cook’s speech, but I felt that I was bound by 
the instructions of’my county meeting, and 
could not do it.

Then it was generally believed that the Washington 
report, which is due tomorrow, will confirm the 
worst prospects published, and operators took hold 
today order to get the full benefit of the bulge,which 
is anticipated after the publication of the report, 
Perhaps an inflnence more potent than all else was 
that of the country. Several hundred commission 
men found buying orders from the outside, and the 
aggregate made the demand'enormous. May opened 
at &2%<c and sold up toand closed at 84ic. July 
opened at 8444, sold up to 8c and closed at 86'4c. 

Corn was dull, and the rangeof prices would have 
heen even less bad not wheat helped it up some, 
There was some buying of May within a narrow 
range between 56 <@57c, with the close at d6%4c.

MANCHESTER, May 9.—The Guardian's 
commercial article says: In most departments sales 
yesterday were usually light for Tuesday and in 
only a few was an average business reached. Buy- 
ers are still unprepared to pay present prices,except 
for such small quant'ties as they are obliged to pur- 
chase, although the increased cost of production 
constrains producers-to remain firm in spite ofa 
lack of encouragement. The state of markets pre- 
sents astruggle over prices conducted with dis- 
tributing markets, which merchants are trying 
to raise in response to the advance Sent, 
The conflict ts intemsified for Asiatic outlets by the 
added difficulty of drooping rates of exchange. 
There is but little my for India. There have 
been some orders for China, but most of them havs 
been impracticable. The demand for other forei 
countries is in no case large. Buyers find difficulty 
in executing orders, owing to insufficient limits. 
Home distribution is somewhat freer, but in view 
of the arrears in the spinning tirade the business 
done is immaterial. A few weighty inquiries were 
received for export yarn yesterday and the 
Tuesday before at  Friday’s prices, most 
of the purchases being for India, continent and the 
Mediterreanean. The demand for Glasgow is ex- 
ceedingly poor, Lancashire manufacturers are 
very cautious, andare not willing to pay current 
prices. Few cloth departments show any apima- 
tion. Some have done a steady business in moderate 
guantitics. Producers of India and China staples, 
make but pot progre:s. Higher grades of printing 
cloth are dull, Orders are expiring more rapidly 
thin they arerenewed. A fair business has been 
done in some makes of medium prints and other 
finishing cloths, but low reed and narrow prints are 
flat.
